Radiation speeds 
maturing 
of brandy 


GENEVA (Reuter).—Radiation has 
enabled the Soviet Union to mature 
brandy in 10 to 15 days instead 
of the usual three years, the U.N. 
atoms-for-peace conference was told 
here yesterday. Other countries re- 
ported further applications of the 
new nuclear food technology now 
being developed in many countries. 

Japan reported that it had been 
able to improve the taste of sau- 
seges and make them stay fresh 
Jonger by irradiation. 

Japan is among a number of 
countries experimenting with irra- 
diation. to prevent potatoes aud 
onions from sprouting while stored. 
it has also experimented with 
gamma. rays to improve the colour 
of frozen tuna fish, and to delay 
the ripening of tomatoes and pears. 

Irradiated food has been fed to 
rats, mice and monkeys, but few 

+ items have so far been cleared for 
human consumption.

— U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
yesterday compared the status of Soviet Jews unable to emigrate to 
Israel with that of Palestinian Arab refugees who, he said, should be 


‘allowed te return to their homes. 

The Secretary-General was an- 
aweritg a question et a press con- 
ference about his own efforts to get 
Soviet Jews out of Russia. A re- 
porter said it was rumoured that 
Soviet Ambassador Jacob Malik nad 
refused to accept about 1,000 peti- 
tions submitted to U Thant by So- 
viet Jews through the Israel delega- 
tion ‘here. 


Ὁ Thant replied that he could not 
comment on this publicly, and added: 
“The permanent representative of 
israel here knows what I have been 
doing and what I pave not been do- 
ing privately, and I do not want 
to have anything to say (about Mr. 
Malik’s response).” 

The Secretary-General went on: 
“Of course, In an ideal society every- 
body should have the night to leave 
the country in which he of she does 
not want to live, At the same time, 
everybody in an ideal aociety should 
have the right to return to hig or 
her own country. 

“That is the sense of the Declara- 
tlon of Human Right which was 
adopted by the General Assembly in 
1948,"

“Tn an ideal society I think those 
Soviet cltizens of the. Jewish faith 
in the Soviet Union who wanted to 
leave the Soviet Union should te 
permitted to leave, and at the same 
time the Palestinian refugees whe 
have been refugees for more than 
20 yeara should be permitted to re- 
turn to their own homes,” he added. 

However, when questioned on the 
East Pakistan ‘situation, Τ Thant 
declared that there would be no 
prospect of the return of most of 
the refugees until a climate of con- 
fidence 15 restored In East Palistan. 

U Thant announced that his 
Middle East representative, Swedish 
Ambassador Gunnar Jarring, would 
return to New York next month 
to be on hand for talks with visiting: 
Foreign Ministers. 4 

As for the reactivation of Dr. 
Jarring’s peacemaking mission, 
this depended on “certain factors, 
includiag a more positive response 
by Israel to his aide-memoire of 
February 5” (in which the U.N. 
envoy called for parallel commit- 
ments by the two sides, and to 
which Egypt and Jordan responded 
Positively).

A NUMBER of years have passed 
Since an annual assessment of 
events on the Jewigh scene can turn 
up such a positive balance as 5731 
This is not to ignore the shadows 
ΔΒ well as the continuing basic ne- 
gative factors such as the process 
Of assimilation and the deficiencies 
of Jewish education. But two major 
developments of the pest year have 
been highly positive — one has been 
the cease-fire in Israel and the dis- 
array in the Arab world; the other, 
the proud stance of Soviet Jewry 
and the extent of — tiny 
in terms of potential -but fraught 
with the deepest significance when 
seen in perspective. A, year ago in 
making a similar survey I noted 
that all eyes had been on Israel Over 
a period of 12 months, the major 
headlines had exclusively dealt with 
developments in the Middle Bast. 
The rapid course of events last 
Summer and eutumn led toe marked 
cooling-off: the cease-fire, the con- 
frontation with the terrorists in Jor- 
dan following the mass 
and the death of Nasser combined 
‘to turn the spotlight away from 
the Arab-Israel confrontation. The 
Jewish world, deeply identified as 
ever with Israel’s anxieties, also 
breathed more easily. Israel's econo- 
τοῖς and social problems, inevitably 
overshadowed previously by the cru- 
cial security situation, now came 
up for inspection but these per- 
mitted a more leisurely and less in- 
volved consideration. All this coin- 
cided with a certain decline in the 
prestige of the New Left, leading 
to a decline in the pressures open 
to the Arabs throughout the world 
as well as a narrowing of options 
for dissident Jewish youth. 

The intensification of the fight 
for Soviet Jewry came therefore at 
an opportune time. When Elie Wie- 
sel spoke some years ago of the 
Jews of Silence, he was referring 
both to the Russian Jews condemned 
to silence and the Jews of the rest 
of the world who hed failed to 
speak out. The situation changed 
rapidly in recent years — and over 
the past year the Jews of Silence 
— from both aspects — became 
Jews of Protest. World Jewry was 
stung to massive reactions in va- 
rious forms salving its own con- 
science in its attempt to awaken 


the conscience of the world. It, too, 
was assisted by the inept conduct 
of the Soviet authoritles, which by 

a series of show-irials of 
Soviet Jewry gave a specific issue 
on which to batten. It had been 
difficult to interest the world in ge- 
neral charges of cultural discrimi- 
nation. Passions can be aroused on 
a large seale only when confronted

Customs strike shows 


signs of 


collapse 


Jerusalem Post Economie Correspondent 
As the Customs men in Haifa terminated thelr negotiations with 
the Treasury in a signed agreement yesterday, the strike which started 
two weeks ago showed signs of collapsing. 


The contract won by the nou- 
striking Haifa committee, which will 
be extended to Eilat as well, leaves 
the National Workers Committee 
Stranded. They face severe legal 
charges in the Tel Aviv District 
Court today. Yesterday, the cus- 
toms police in Ashdod (the only 
striking port left) abandoned their 
walkout — but only for a few hours. 

Probes made by others Iast night 
who offered to return if they got 
strike pay (in addition to what the 
Haifa contract offers) were met 
with a firm no. Officials say: “Mr. 
Sapir sees thie as a test case — 
the first big stoppage since the de- 
valuation. The firm stand he adopt- 
ed shows that wildcat holdups even 
in a key service can be overcome.” 


Agreement achieved by a tripar- 
tite committee (representing the 
workers at Customs House in Haifa, 
the Civil Servants Union and the 
Treasury), headed by the Director 
of Customs, Mr. David Peled, ap- 
proved the following points yester- 
day: extra budget to. allow more 
overtime work, a higher clothing al- 
lowance (as approved anyway by 
the relevant interministerial com- 
mittee a week ago), a meals al- 
lowance of IL1.20 a day for per- 
sons doing two hours’ overtime, and 
1L2.50 extra for persons doing a 
12-hour continuous shift,
